The British soldier is still the best 
fed soldier in Europe, but the supply 
departments are gradually rescuing 
him from the stigma of being at the 
same time the most wasteful. Stocks 
of meat and bread are closely watched 
and unused allowances must be held 
over and added to the store for the 
next meal or the next day,

GERMAN PEOPLE NOT 
UNWILLINGLY DRIVEN 
TO WAR BY KAISER 


LONDON, July 20.—The Unionist 
business committee, one of the most 
influential groups in the house of 
commons, which the war has pro- 
duced, sent Andrew Bonar Law. chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, a letter yes- 
terday referring to a previous letter 
wherein they urged the view on vari- 
ous political matters, including Am- 
erica’s entry into the war, 

Yesterday's letter cites recent 
events as having caused doubt In the 
minds of the writers whether the gov- 
ernment ts following the developments 
in Germany with a proper regard for 
the facts. They urged it is a mistake 
to supopse that the Germans were un- 
willingly driven to war by the emperor 
and Prussian militarists; and that any 
democratic movement in Germany is 
likely to sweep out militarism from 
The German people as 3 
whole, the letter says, are in sympathy

The 
plutocratic financler looks with a 
sneer upon the poor poet, professor, 
preacher and other Ideal{sts, Their 
dreams and their reliance upon ab- 
stract things are utterly ineompre- 
hensible to him. He patronizingly 
commends religion as a gocd” thing 


for the poor, weak, common people 
the kind on whose necks he walks— 
and he will build them a church; 
but for himself his trust is In the 
riches, To his vision the dollar is 
almighty. If he possessed a portion 
of the learning or the insight of the 
idealist he would know that his con- 
fidence is built upon a frall founda- 
tion, The teaching of history as to 
the instability of riches is clear, I 
call to mind now an _ ex-millionaire 
who is glad to borrow $5 cr to get a

An Ancient Case of Binffing. 
There is a strangely familiar sound

Then we shall 
see behind many men’s brilllant suc- 
cess the tireless labor and faith and 
prayers of hia mother or wife, Then 
in history’s big deeds we shall plain- 
ly read the influence of men and ac- 
tions utterly unknown or ignored on 
earth, Simple faith will then be 
rated as of more power than state- 
craft or the art of war or the know!- 
edge of the world’s ways, 

Within that al) seeing vision immor- 


tals may hold the real power of a 
poor man's prayer, such as put the 
armies of Sennacharib to flight. For 
the point of this old stcry is that 


Jehovah is a prayer-hearing and a 
prayer-answering God. He cares for 
His own ao intensely that to fight 
against them is lo fight against Him 
The proud Assyrian in his blind van-

OF SOLDIERS 


—— 


Ocoasion Marked By Speech. 
making And A Program 
Of Sports. 


One simply runs out of adjectives in 
trying to describe the garden plots 
which have been cultivated by return- 
ed soldiers in connection with the vo- 
cational training work Of the Conval- 
escent Home and which were judged 
yesterday. Five acres of brush land, 
which first saw the plough this spring 
has been divided up into 60x90 foot 
plote and, by dint of the hardest kind 
vf work, intelligently directed by Sup- 
erintendent Janes Baxter, the wilder- 
hess has literally been made to blos- 
fom ay the rose. The transformation 
borders on the miraculous, It is not 
merely a bit of journalistic exaggera- 
tion to say that there are no better 
gardens in Edmonton and it ie doubt- 
ful whether, taking all considerations 
together, there are any as good, 

Earth Smiled 

Someone egaid of the soil of Kansas, 
years ago, that if you tickled it with 
@ hoe it would laugh with a harvest, 
‘The hoe tickling job has been pract- 
iced to perfection @ the soldiers’ gar- 
den-plots for the harvest smile with 
which good old mother earth is just 
illuminating her features is as jolly a 
grin as the imagination of man can 
conceive, 

The visitors who were shown over 
the tract yesterday afternoon by the 
Justifably proud proprietors, went in- 
to ecstacies over what they saw. The 
plots had been raked and scraped with 
meticuluoug care and were go clean 
that you might have eaten your dinner 
off anyone of them, It secmed almost 
u profanation to set fvot on the beaut- 
ifully raked soil. 

The ordered symmetry of the rows, 
the luxuriant abundance cf the grow- 
ig vegetables, the perfection and 
promise of the various sorts were a 
revelation, Here were “spuds” of a 
dozen selected varieties, growing like 
young forests. Here was celery that 
would beat the famous product of 
Kalamazoo, Igere was corn ready to 
show its ears, tomatoes as big as tan- 
eerine oranges, green peas whose very 
ivoks inade ygur mouth swater, maases 
of lettuce, rank on rank of onions, 
turnips, carrots, parsnips, all the old 
familiars, The whole thing was in- 
deed an eye-opener ag to the capxcity 
of the soll and climaw of Northern Al- 
berta, even at the behest of men ad- 
mittedly ignorant of horticulture, to 
produce vegetables and garden “truck’ 
which are simply unbeatable. 


H. C. of L, Problem Solved 

One fejt that if a five-acre. tract, 
cnly just reclaimed from the brush and 
cultivated by convalescent soldiers 
who a year ago only knew a potato 
from an onion by its taste could be 
made to produce so abundantly, what 
could not the thousands and thousands 
of acres, untouched by the phough- 
share accomplish. One felt that here 
Was the solution of the high-cost of- 
living problem, that the food to feed 
the British Empire could be grown 
right here in the Edmonton district 
and, with proper devices for preser- 
vation and storage, abundance was 
available for the millions overseas who 
needed it. 

H. A. Craig, deputy minister of 
agriculture, was the judge and he had 
his work cut out for him to pick the 
winners. The soldiers thought that it 
lay between the gardens of Ptes, Mike 
Zarchovitch and R,. H. Bishop, but 
Pte, James Ferguson nosed them out 
for first honors. Only one point sep- 
arated the three, Zarchovitch lost out 
because a few onions in a row were 
an inch or two less developed than 
their mates and in Bishop's plot a 
couple of weeds which had insinuated 
themselves into his potato patch were 
his undoing, The roll call of the prize 
winners was as follows:

less in England than is charged for 
it in Canada. 


Winnipeg Telegram : ‘‘Conscrip- 
‘tion will do this for the retail 
‘‘merchant, it will prevent men 
‘going overseas who are needed 
“at home.’’ This is a variation 
in the argument. Usually the 
bill is represented as one to pre- 
yent men staying at home who are 
needed oversea. Conscripting 
men in order to keep them from 
enlisting is something new. 


From what the Russians 
have been doing to __ it, 
Hindenburg’s cast line is no 


more impregnable than his west 
one. Asa maker of unbreakable 
‘lines’? the portly Hun is losing 
some of the reputation for general- 
ship that he won two years ago 
with the assistance of pro-German 
traitors in Petrograd. The Rus- 
sian revolution deprived him of 
allies without whom he has yet to 
show that he can fight, even on 
the defensive, in a way to justify 
the famous wooden statue erected 
by admiring friends to his sup- 
posed military genius. 


If Parliament was qualified to 
pass the conscription bill without 
reference to the people it is the 
duty of the Government to enforce 
the bill without waiting until the 
clections are over. A referendum 
was refused on the ground that 
time would be lost in getting the 
needed reinforcements. To hold 
up the enforcement of the bill un- 
til an electiun is held would delay 
the getting of reinforcements 
longer than the taking of the re- 
ferendum, If urgeney forbade 
the taking of a referendum it 
equally forbids delay in putting 
conscription into effect for any 
other purpose. 


Voluntary enlistment fell away 
during the first half of the month, 
only 2,166 men being enrolled. 
With the decision to adopt con- 
scription there was a general re- 
laxation of the effort to get volun- 
teers, recruiting offices in a good 
many centres being actually closed 
up. Despite the lack of effort to 
get recruits, and even of the with- 
drawal at a good many places 
of the opportunity to enlist, 
men are, therefore, still com- 
ing forward voluntarily at 
the rate of 26,000 per year, 
That they are not doing so 
through fear of conscription is 
shown by the fact that enlistment 
was going on quite as rapidly be- 
fore conscription was announced. 
In fact, excepting the first couple 
of weeks after the announcement, 


conscription seems to have 
checked rather than stimulated 
voluntary enlistment. The eli- 


gibles in great majority seemingly 
have decided to leave it with the 
Government to say whether their 
duty lies in Canada or in France, 
That, without any sort of urging, 
so many are still enrolling volun- 
tarily shows that the spirit of 
sacrifice is by no means dead in 
Canada, and that a vigorous can- 
paign—coupled with a strengthen. 
ing of the war ministry—could 
have revived voluntary  enlist- 
iment with results indefinitely 
large. To claim that men have 
to be conscripted because men 
could not be got to volunteer is 
not in accord with the facts. 


EDITORIAL 


The Russians are going one 
better than the critics ‘who said 
that the Russian revolution would 
make itself felt in Austria. The 
revolutionaries are spreading not 
only their ideas, but themselves 
over the dual monarchy in a most 
commendable way. 


In tub-thumping for the appear- 
ance of a leader for Western Lib- 
erals, the Winnipeg Free Press 
is making a noise that sounds very 
nfuch like Sir Clifford Sifton try- 
ing to climb up the back stairs on 
to the political platform, 


Alberta stockmen have taken a 
good share of the prizes at the 
Brandon fair, There is no better 
stock grown than some that is to 
be found on the farms and 
ranches of this province, and the 
flocks and herds of this superior 
quality are increasing yearly. 
Alberta is destined to be the 
leader among the Canadian pro- 
vinces in the business of stock- 
raising, and it is shoving for first 
position at a rapid pace. 

The high cost of living commis- 
sioner says the prices of several 
kinds of food now held in large 
quantities in cold storage ware- 
houses ‘‘should come down forth- 
with.”’ No doubt. They should 
never have gone up to their pre- 
sent level. But they did. And 
they will likely stay up until some- 
one does more than say they 
‘should’? come down. The pro- 
fiteers are not at all impressed by 
the fact of what they ‘‘should’’ 
do. If they were they would not 
be profiteers, 


Papers which have, been repre- 
senting the ‘‘conscription of 
wealth’’ as a catch phrase coined 
for political purposes, or used 
by people who have no wealth to 
be conscripted, will be interested 
in a resolution passed by the 
directors of the United Farmers of 
Alberta. This resolution approves 
the conscription of men for mili- 
tary service and also declares the 
United Farmers to ‘‘Insist that 
‘the Government put into effect a 
‘systematic, just and equitable 
‘*scheme of conscription of the 
‘wealth of the whole country.”’ 
This does not come from _politi- 
cians, nor from people who have 
no wealth. It comes from the 
great land-owning class, the class 
that is making money out of war 
prices for all sorts of farm pro- 
duce, the class which represents 
the real wealth in this province, 
and this class speaks through an 
organization formed not at all for 
political purposes, but simply to 
promote the interests of the farm- 
ers in conformity with the general 
interests of the State. It is not, 
therefore, to be set aside as the 
language of vote-hunters, nor as 
a form of words intended to shift 
public attention from the users to 
some other class. The farmers 
are invitng the Government to 
equalize the burden of war by 
conscripting their wealth and that 
of all other classes when men are 
being conscripted. 


Mr. Hoover, head of the United 
States food administration de- 
partment, is the greatest authority 
in the world on the question of 
how to make the food supply go 
round, As Canadians are now 
being urged tc economize food, it 
may be useful to reproduce the 
regulations Mr, Hoover has pro- 
mulgated for the guidance of the 
people of the United States in 
their similar effort: 


“Save the Wheat—One_ wheatless 
meal a day. Use corn, oatmeal, 
rye, or barley bread and non wheat 
breakfast foods, Order bread 24 
hours in advance, so your baker will 
not bake beyond his needs, Cut 
the loaf on the table and only as 
required, Use stale bread for cook- 
ing, toast, etc. Eat less cake and 
pastry. 

“Save the Meat-—-Beef, mutton, or 
pork not more than once daily, Use 
freely vegetables and fish. At the 
meat meal serve smaller portions, 
and stew instead of steaks. Make 
miade-dishes of all left-overs. Do 
this and there will be meat enough 
for every one at a reasonable price. 

“Save the Milk—The children 
must have milk. Use every drop. 
Use buttermilk and sour milk for 
cooking and making cottage cheese. 
Use less cream, 

“Save the Fats—We 
world's greatest fat wasters. 
food Butter is essential for the 
growth and health of children, Use 
butter on the table as usual, but not 
in cooking. Other fats are as good, 
Reduce use of fried foods, Soap 
contains fats, Do not waste it 
Make your own washing soap out 
of the saved fats, 

“Save the Sugar—Sugar is scarcer. 
We use today three times as much 
per person as our allies. So there 
may be enough tor all at reasonable 
price; use less candy and sweet 
drinks, Do not stint sugar in put- 
ting up fruit and jams, They will 
save butter 

“Save the Fuei—Coal comes from 
a distance and our railways are 
overburdened hauling war material 
Help relieve them by burning fewer 
fires, Use wood when you can get 
it 

“Use the Perishable Foods—-lruits 


are the

to enlistments in Canada. I find that, 
when we consider the numbers of men 
who have gone from different sections 
of the country, there is a condition 
existing that was not taken into con- 
sideration in the figures which he gave 
but is taken into consideration in the 
chart placed before this House, In the 
western provinces there is a large 
population of citizens of alien origin, 
some of them of alien enemy origin 
nany thousands of them, It is proposed 
by certain gentlemen on the Govern- 
ment side in this House that these 
people shall be disfranchised, I pre- 
sume because they are not in all re- 
spects desirable citizens. It is obvious 
that you cannot expect from that sec- 
tion of the population the same en- 
thusiasm in the matter of voluntary 
enlistment that we have from peopl 
of British or Canadian birth, As a 
matter of fact, we have not had that 
response from those people that we 
have had from people of Canadian 
or British birth, so that if we take 
figures as contained in this chart, take 
that part of the population from 
which, as a matter of fact, we did 
draw the large proportion of our sol- 
diers under voluntary enlistment, we 
find that the proportion of men who 
have gone from those western prov- 
inces, and particularly from the proy 
ince of Alberta, under voluntary en 
listment, is so much greater than the 
proportion going from any other proy- 
ince, that we have a right to ask that 
in any conscription Bill that is placed 
before thig House, there shall be con 
sideration of that fact. Twnere are in 
Canada of native and British-born, 
1,295,000 people of the military ¢ 
set out in this chart, that is between 
the ages of 20 and 45. Of that num- 
ber we are told 418,000 have enlisted 
that is 32 per cent. In Ontario of that 
age and of those nationalities, there 
are 472,000, of whom 168,000 have en 
listed, or 86 per cent. In Quebec 
there are 327,000, of whom 44,000 
have enlisted, or 13 per cent, In Nova 
Scotia there are 84,000 men of whom 
22,300 have enlisted, or 26 per cent 
In New Brunswick there are 58,000 
men, of whom 17,500 have enlisted, or 
29 per cent. In Prince Edward Island 
there are 14,788 men, of whom 2,700 
have enlisted, or 18 per cent. In Mani 
toba and Saskatchewan (that is one 
military district) there aro 172,000 
men, of whom 79,000 have enlisted, or 
45 per cent. In Alberta there are 63.- 
000 men, of whom 35,000 have enlist- 
ed, or 65 per cent. In British Colum- 
bia there are 90,000 men of whom 
39,000 have enlisted, or 43 per cent. I 
submit that, that being the condition 
of affairs, we are entitled to some 
guarantee in the administration of this 
Act that the sacrifices that have been 
made voluntarily in that country shal! 
be recognized, and that the interests 
of those’ provinces and people shall 
he protected. as they are not protected 
under the wide-open provisions of this 
Bill 

Mr. Burrell: T am affected in this 
matter much ag the hon. gentleman ts 
Might I point out that we shall be pro 
tected to this extent, that the number 
of available men under the first three 
classes will be naturally infinitely 
smaller in his own province and in 
mine than tn some other provinces, 

Mr. Oliver: Yes. 

Mr. Burrell: In the Okanagan val- 
ey, in my own constituency, about 
500 men have gone to the front, and 
there is hardly a man of the proper 
age in a medically fit condition left in 
the whole country, so that the protec 
tlon would really come naturally. 


The Government and Munition Makers 

Mr. Oliver: That is what we want— 
we want the protection to come natur- 
ally. But when I read the Bill, and 
see the exemption provision, which 
says that it is expedient in the national 
interest that the man, instead of being 
employed in military service, should be 
engaged in other work in which he is 
habitually engaged, and when I listen, 
as I have listened during the past three 
days, to assertions and reiterations 
that the voluntary enlistment of men 
in this country was held up by the 
authority of the Government for the 
advantaee of certain interests in East- 
ern Canada, I want to say, Mr. Speak- 
e:, that Lam not satisfied that we, the 
people of Western Canada, are going 
to get a square deal under this Bill at 
the hands of this Govegnment; and |t 
= for that reason that I ask that there 
be some guarantee, if guarantee can 
be given, on the face of the Bill, We 
In the West have enlisted without sug- 
gesting a complaint of any kind whai- 
ever. We have asked for nothing but 
the privilege of service, We have 
given that service as no other part of 
Canada has done; and now, when the 
honor of voluntary enlistment is to be 
taken away, we are to be put under a 
cempulsory law, which, on the face of 
1 and in the light of the statements 
made in this House within the last 
three days, Is deliberately intended for 
the purpose of combing our men of the 
West and protecting the munition fac- 
torles in the East. If that ts not the 
reason, it is easy to find words in the 
Frnglish language to show that it is not 
the reason, and put them on the face 
of the Bill, 


Mr, Oliver: 1 do not wish to push 
this matter. If the Government is in- 
tent upon following its policy, it has 
supporters behind it to enable it to 
carry out that poliev’ but I want to 
say that, in my humble judgment, 
there is no parity between the condi- 
tions in New Zealand and this country, 
or between those of the United States 
and this country. We have nothing on 
record to show that the Government 
of New Zealand, prior to the adoption 
of compulsory military service, was 
absolutely {n league with certain in- 
dustries of the country to prevent vol- 
untary enlistment. That is the condi- 
tion we have in Canada, and that is a 
cendition that L. for one. consider most 


serious, when we are lookine at this 
matter as we have to leo’ vt it We 
nust recognize that while 'n one 


breath we are told that thie Bill is for

OMING to railway matters, the 
Federated Trades committee are 
receiving all kinds of praise for 

their success in putting through the 
agreement with the Edmonton, Dun- 
vegan & British Columbia railway at 
Edmonton, The agreement includes a 
six cents increase for all trades, in- 
cluding machinists, bollermakers, 
blacksmiths and car repairers. In ad- 
dition there are caluses that make for 
the improvement of working condi- 
tions. The agreement was put through 
os, & most amicable manner on both 
sides, 


T. H. White, grand lodge deputy 
of the Brotherhood of Railway Car- 
men of America, is now in Edmonton, 
and will remain in the city over the 
week-end.

HE latest issue of the “Labor Gaz- 
ette” has the following comment 
on the labor situation in Alber- 

ta: “At Medicine Hat the Alberta 
Foundry and Machine company was 
very active in the machine shop, but 
the foundry was closed ‘down for a 
short time. Rolling mills and other 
metal working industries reported 
business very active, Flour niflls were 
working night and day, Dairies re- 
ported business good, but they were 
unable to secure sufficient butter and 
crezm to meet the demand. Business 
improved with soft drink establish- 
ments, and the brewery was more 
active, Laundries reported business 
about the same as in the previous 
month, but dyers and cleaners were 
very busy. Newspapers and job print- 
ing was fairly active, but bookbinding 
was rather quiet, Blaning mills were 
well employed, Clay products and 
stoneware industries reported business 
somewhat improved, and the linseed 
oil mills were very active, Several 
commercial buildings were under 


eanstruction and building tradesmen 


on repair work. The flour mills, the 
brewery and creameries were active. 
The brickyard was again in operation, 
with a fair demand, The new filtra- 
tion system was progressing, though 
there was some delay owing to the 
jron work not being on hand. Coal 
mines, with the exception of one small 
mine, were idle owing to labor trou- 
bles. In building there was very lit- 
tle work on new buildings, but trades- 
men were well employed on repairs. 
Farmers were very busy and seeding 
was about finished. Calgary reported 
iron works and locomotive shops busy. 
Flour mills were running double shifts 
and abattoira and meat packing houses 
were increasing staffa. Other branches 
of the food group were quiet. News- 
paper and job printing offices were 
fully employed and leather factories 
were active, Railway lines and repair 
shops were working steadily. WBuild- 
ing was active in country districts and 
there was still a demand for men for 
lumber camps and mills, At Edmon- 
ton the iron works reported business 
brisk and a demand for akilled mach- 
inista, The Swift Canadian meat 
packing company was fairly busy and 
prepared to take on a few more 
hands, Newspaper establishments 
were “very active, with considerable 
overtime; job printing was fair, There 
was an increase in the number of men 
employed in the civic works and tele- 
phone departments. There was still 
a demand for agricultural help at 
wages of $465 and $50 for experienced 
men,” 


LAIMING that they have not re- 
ceived any increase in wages 
since 1906, the steam shove! men 

employed on the western railroads 
have asked that a conciliation board 
be appointed to deal with their case. 
The men employed on this same work 
in eastern Canada have received an 
increase of 20 per cent, but the men 
Operating the the’ west say they are 
at present receiving the same amount 
as they did ten years ago, They now 
ask for an Increase of 82% per cent. 
The trainmen connected with this 
branch of the work are also asking 
for an increase. The steam shovel 
men held a conferencé with the rail- 
way representatives at Winnipeg re- 
cently and tho four western provinces 
were represented by Alex. Robertson, 
Alberta and British Columbia;*J. R. 
Stewart, Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 


CHIEVING such an early wind-up 
of the Toronto Street Railway- 
men's strike, with an all-round 

increase of 6c per hour, was something 
entirely satisfactory to the railway 
boys. Hitherto the Toronto maximum 
rate was 30c per hour. The organisa- 
tion made a demand for 40c, a com: 
plete tie-up followed, and in two days 
a settlement is reached with a maxi- 
mum of 86c per hour. This is the 
same maximum rate, by the way, as 
the Winnipeg division got out of the 
recent arbitration,

Meat Contains Germs and Feeding of Raw Meat Causes Disease to 


+ hp eA of $200 For Infraction of ations Which 
Should Be Studied by Raisers of Swine—Best Oure is Kill the 
Hog and Prevent Spread. 


Valuable information on hog cholera 
is supplied in the Bulletin No, 16 
issued by the health of animals branch 
of the department of agriculture, Otta- 
wa. The Bulletin is illustrated with 
pictures showing the characteristic at- 
titude and appearance of pigs affected 
with the disease, 

Prevention is better than cure, and 
from the statements made by the Vei- 
erinary Director General it would ap- 
pear that the cure for hog cholera is 
to kill the hog. 

Since the money from the swine 
raising industry forms such a large 
part of the general trade and business 
of the mixed farming industry of the 
districts round about the city and 
tributary towns this problem of hog 

cholera and its prevention is a pertin- 
ent one to many besides the farmers 
who raise swine, ‘ 

There is no doubt in the mind of the 
authorities that hog cholera is caused 
by the feeding of garbage and especi- 
olly the uncooked portions of pork. 

Therefore the regulations say that 
“the feeding of swine upon garb- 
age or ewill, either raw or cooked, ob- 
tained elsewhere than on the premises 
where fed, is prohibited unless special 
permission in writing is first obtained 
from the Veterinary Director General 
at Ottawa.” 

Another regulation says ‘Compen- 
sation will be withheld in the case of 
hogs fed on uncooked garbage or 
kitchen refuse, or any raw animal 
flesh or similar food likely to convey 
the infection of hog cholera or swine 
plague.” 

All raisers of swine would do well tu 

rocure a copy of these regulations 
ecause the penalty for infraction of 
ese regulations, every person who 
jolates any provisions of the act or 
gulations shall for every such offense 
neur a penalty not exceeding two 
undred dollars, 

The following is the Bulletin pub- 
ished under the authorship of F. 
orrance, Veterinary Director General, 
f the health of animals branch, de- 
artment of agriculture, Ottawa: 

* Hog Cholera 

“Hog cholera is a contagious disease 
of swine, It does not appear to affect 

vther species of animals, and is char- 
uctorized by extreme contagiousness 
und a high death rate. It is known in 
every part-ofthe world and-is preval- 
ent in the United States to an alarming 
extent, causing enormous losses. In 
Canada, the infection has been 
brought in some way or other, and it 
js to put the owners of swine on their 
guard and to tel! them what to do in 
case the disease makes its appearance 
that this bulletin is issued by the de- 
partment of agriculture. 

“The cause of the disease is a germ, 
and without the presence of the germ 
there can be no hog cholera, In other 
words, such things as neglect, bad 
feeding, filthy surroundings, have no 
power to produce hog cholera. But 
when the infection is introduced 
among hogs under such conditions, the 
disease spreads with great rapidity, 

“The epread of the disease occurs 
whenever the germs from a diseased 

hog gain access to the healthy one, 
and this takes place in many different 
ways. Actual contact of the healthy 
and diseased hogs is a sure way tu 
spread the disease, but it can be con- 
veyed in many other ways. 

“The diseased hog gives off the 
germs of the disease in his urine and 
manure, and thus distributes infec- 
tious matter throughout the pen, pas- 
ture, or the railway car in which ‘he is 
going to market. Healthy hcgs placed 
in such premises after the diseased 
ones have been removed will contract 
the disease, 

“Another way infection is carried 
is upon the feet of men or animals, in- 
cluding birds. Curious neighbors, wish- 
{ng to see what hog cholera looks like, 
may easily take the Infection home tu 
their own hogs on their boots or cloth- 

ng. Wandering dogs may also act as 
carriers, and the common domestic 
pigeons may feed in an infected pen, 
and fly to some neighboring farm 
carrying the infection on their feet. 

“Another mode of infection has re 
cently come to light and is responsible 
for many outbreaks of the disease in 
Canada, This takes piace through the 
feeding of uncooked yarbage and swil! 
containing scraps of perk, bacon rind, 
ete,, in the raw state, The explanation 
of this Hes in the fact that in the 
United States many hogs are sent to 
the slauehter-house when in the early 
stages of hog cholera, and are killed, 
turned into pork and consumed for 
food without hindrance, This is pos- 
sible because there is a lapse of some 
days between the time when the hog 
becomes infected and the time when 
he shows symptoms of it. This is 
known as the period of incubation, and 
hogs killed during this period may, 
and often do, show no symptoms to 
the meat inspector that anything is 
wrong. 

Meat Contains Germs 

“The meat from such hogs contains 
the germs of the disease, and such 
processes as salting, spicing, or, emok- 
ing, do not destroy these germs, Cook- 
ing does destroy them, and as a quan- 
tity of United States pork is consumed 
in this country owners are cautioned 
not to feed Kitchen refuse to hogs un- 
lees it has first been cooked. 

“Infection may also be carried from 
farm to farm in the water of a stream 
flowing through an Infected pasture or 


pig-pen, 
Sympteins 

The early symptoms are not charac: 
teristic of the disease and may not en- 
eble a definite opinion to be forme. 
The hog losses his appetite, partly or 
altogether, is sluggish, disinclined to 
move, and ff compelled tn do so may 
cough, These syinptoms occuring 
among hogs in the viceinity of an out- 
break of hog cholera, should be viewed 
with suspicion and the nearest veter- 
inary inspector should be notifiéd at 
once, 

“The sick hogs soon become thin 
and weak walking with a staggering 
gait, especially with the hind legs, but 
hogs muy dle in a few days, before 
they have had time to lose much flesh. 

“The skin frequently becomes red in 
patches, the color turning deeper and 
more purplish as the disease advances. 
These patches usually oceur inside the 
legs, ander the body, or behind the 
ears,,but may be seen anywhere, 


“The eyes discharge mucous secre- 
tion and the lids may be gummed to- 
gether by it, . 

“The bowels are generally loose, and 
a profuse diarrhoea may occur, al- 
though in some cases there may be 
constipation, 

“The sick hog generally goes off by 
himself, and is found lying in a quiet 
corner °f his pen, If compelled to get 
up, he does it unwillingly, stands with 
his back arched and his belly drawn 
up, or moveg in a weak, staggering 
manner and may fall over. 

“A sick hog seldom shows all of the 
symptoms described above, and in 
many cases it requires an expert to de- 
cide what is the matter, Usually one or 
two of the symptoms are well marked, 
or redness of the skin and discharge 
from the eyes. 

“The symptoms have been described 
at some length, so that the farmer 
may be on his guard if any of them 
are noticed, and call in the Inspector 
before the infection has‘ time to spread. 

“There is a great difference in the 
severityyof the disease in various out- 
breakey Sometimes it is of a severe or 
virule type and rapidly fatal. In 
other outbreaks the type is mild and 
recovery frequent. The latter type 
may be considered just as dangerous 
to the community as the former, as it 
is more’ difficult to detect, and the 
recovered hogs are apt to spread the 
disease far and wide before it is recog- 
nized, 

“The duration of the disease is un- 
certain, A hog may die in a very few 
days, or may live for some weeks. 
Death does not always follow an at- 
tack of the disease, and a small num- 
ber of hogs would survive an outbreak 
of the disease if it were thought wise 
to permit them to do so. Such hogs, 
however, are carriers of the disease. 
The germs exist in their blood, al- 
though producing no active effect. 
The hog is immune, but can give the 
disease to viber hogs that are not im- 
mune. For this reason it is bad policy 
to attemnt to cure the disease. The 
more recoveries you get, the more 
chances of getting fresh outbreaks of 
the disease ag soon as new hogs ars 
brought into the neighborhood. It is 
far better to stamp out the disease by 
killing all the diseased hogs and disin- 
fecting the premises, 

Examine After Death 


It is often necessary to examine a 
dead hog tg make sure of the nature 
of the disease, and the following ap- 
peararces may be looked for: redden- 
ing of the skin; bloody red spots on 
the surface of amy of the internal or- 
gans such as lungs, heart, bowels and 
stomach; a peguliar speckled appear- 
ance of the kidneys when the outer 
covering is stripped off, something like 
a turkey's egg; ulceration of the inner 
lining of the large bowel, especially 
near its junction with the small intes- 
tine; redness of the lymph glands; en- 
largemen: of the xpleen; ‘nflamation of 
the lungs (pneumonia). ‘The examina- 
tion should be made by an expert if 
possible. 

When Hog Cholera is Suspected 

“Notify the veterinary inspector 
without delay. The owner or person 
in charge is bound by law to do this 
and if he fails to do so, may lose his 
vompensation for any animals slaugh- 
tered under the Act, besides being 
lable to a heavy fine for his neglect. 

“The veterinary inspector, upon 
making sure of the existence of hog 
cholera, while have all the hogs on the 
premises slaughtered immediately. 
Those actually diseased are then de- 
stroyed by burning them up complete- 
ly, or else deeply burying them in the 
xround, The inspector assesses the 
value of the hogs slaughtered, and if 
the owner hag not been guilty of any 
neglect or infraction of the law, and 
carries out the instructions of the 
inspector regarding the disinfection of 
*he place, he will receive compensation 
tor his losses up to two-thirds of tho 
ussessed value. 

“The premises occupied by the dis- 
eased hogs are placed in quarantine 
until thoroughly cleaned and disinfec 
ted to the eatisfaction of the inspector 
and no fresh hogg are allowed on the 
premises for a pefiod of at least three 
months afterward. The inspector then 
revisits the premises to make sure 
that the regulations have been com- 
piled with, and, if satisfied that such 
is the case, will recommend to the 
Minister of Agriculture the release of 
the premises from quarantine, The 
Minister is the only person authorized 
to grant this relense, and he grants it 
on the recommendation of the inspec- 
tor, 

"The following are the official rules 
for the cleansing and disinfecting of 
premises after the outbreaks of hog 
cholera: 

“After infected hogs have been 
sinughtered the carcasses should either 
be completely burned or buried at a 
depth of at least cight feet; if buried 
they should be covered to a depth of 
several inches with quick lime, 

“In most citwes it will be found safe: 
and most profitable to remove and 
burn the floors, partitions and lining 
of pens previously occupied by infect 
vd hogs, as also any railg, loose boards 
or other lumber to which such hogs 
have had access, 

“Pens, other buildings and fences 
with which affected hogs have been in 
contact,are, when possible, to be thor- 
oughly gone over with hot steam o1 
boiling water before being coated with 
fresh lime wash, each gallon of which 
should contain a pound of carbolic 
acid, creolin or other germicide of 
equal strength, 

“She surface soil of pens and yards 
should be removed to a depth of at 
least six inches and well mixed with 
fresh lime, which should also be freely 
applied to the surface of the newly 
exposed soil. Ground so treated should 
receive over the lime a fresh coating 
of earth or gravel. Fields, orchards 
und gardens to which the d'seased 
hogs have had access are to be plowed 
as soon aa possible. 

“Every precaution should be taken 
to prevent the conveyance of infection 
from one p!ace to another by means ot 
the clothing or shoes of persons whu 
have been attending to or otherwise 
dealing with diseased hogs, 

"Visitors should be discouraged dur- 
ing outbreaks of disease or until 
cleansing and disinfecting operations

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Keep the Potatoes Green and 


Growing 


(Experimental Farm Notes) 


Many are growing potatoes in Can- 


ada this year, for the ¢irst time and, 
as a result of the-greatly increased 
number of growers the crop will pro- 
bably be greatly increased, But to 
insure a good crop there must be an 
abundance of moisture in the soil and 
the tops must be protected from in- 
sects and disease. 

Cultivation—The soil should be kept 
cultivated with the cultivator or hoe 
until the tops meet sufficiently to 
shade the ground. As most of the 
tubers develop in the three or four 
inches of soil nearest the surface, and 
as the tubers will not develop well in 
dry soil, quite shallow cultivation is 
desirable at this season of the year. 
[n soil which is dry there may be good 
development of tops, but there will be 
few tubers. The roots in such cases 
have gone down deep into the soll to 
obtain moisture, but the tuber-bearing 
stems, which are quite different from 
the root system, do not develop well. 
Where the soil is a loose, sandy loam, 
hilling is not necessary and may be 
injurious, as the soil dries out more 
than if left on the level. In heavy 
soils it is desirable to hill the potatoes 
as it will loosen the soll and the tub- 
ers will be shapelier than when the 
ground is left level. When there is 
sufficient rainfall and moisture in the 
soil, hilling is likely to give best re- 
sults in all kinds of soll, as the soil 
will be looser and the tubers can push 
through it readily. Asa great devel- 
opment of tubers takes place during 
the cooler and usually moister weath- 
er of the latter part of summer, it is 
very important to keep the plants 
growing well until then. In one ex- 
periment it was shown that during the 
month of September there was an in- 
crease of 119 bushels of potatoes per 
acre, 

Protection of Potato Tops From In- 
secte—It is very important to prevent 
the tops of potatoes from being eat- 
en by insects, particularly by the Col- 
orado Potato Beetle. The old “bugs” 
do not do much harm to the follage, 
is a rule, and usually the plants are 
not sprayed to destroy these, although 
the fewer there are to lay eggs the 
less difficulty there will be in destroy- 
ing the young ones. These begin to 
eat rapidly soon after hatching,. and 
close watch should be kept so that the 
vines may be sprayed before much 
harm is done. Paris green kills more 
rapidly than arsenate of lead but does 
not adhere so well, and in rainy 
weather it is desirable to have some- 
thing that will stay on the leaves so 
that they will be protected until it 
stops raining and thus prevent the 
tops being eaten. At the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm a mixture of Paris 
green and arsenate of lead is used in 
the proportion of 8 ounces Paris green, 
1% pounds paste arsenate of lead (or 
12 ounces dry arsenate of lead) to 40 
gallons of water in order to get the 
advantage of both poisons. It may be 
that is not convenient to get both pois- 
ons when either 12 ounces of Paris 
green or 3 pounds paste arsenate of 
lead (or 1% pounds dry arsenate of 
lead) to 40 gallons water could be used 
or in smaller quantities, say 1 ounce 


Paris green to 3 gallons cr 3% ounces 
paste arsenate of lead or half that 
quantity of dry to 3 gallons of water. 
An experiment conducted for six years 
at the Ontario Agricultural College, 
Guelph, showed that, on the average, 
where the tops were sprayed to kill 
“bugs,” the yleld was 186.9 bushels 
per acre, while when the tops were not 
sprayed and allowed to be eaten, the 
yield was only 98.2 bushels per acre 
It is desirable not to stop with one 
spraying which usually does not kilj 
all the hugs but to spray several times, 
it necessary, so that as little foliage as 
possible Is eaten. 

Protection of the Potato Plants from 
Late Blight and Rot—In some years 
the crop of potatoes is much lessened 
by the Late Blight disease and when 
rot follows little of the crop may be 
eft. It is, therefore, very desirable tu 
prevent this disease from spreading. 
This is done by keeping the plants 
covered with Bordeavx mixture from 
about the first week of July, or before 
there is any sign of the disease, untii 
september, Sometimes the first appli 
cation of Bordeaux mixture is made 
before the potato beetles are all killed 
when the poison for them may be 
mixed with the Bordeaux, While the 
disease is not very bad every year it is 
wtll to be prepared. There was an 
average increase per year of 94 bush- 
els of potatoes from spraying with 
Bordeaux mixture in three years. 

The formula for Bordeaux mixture 
for Potatoes is 6 pounds co»yer sul- 
phate or bluestone, 4 pounds freshly 
slaked lime to 40 gedions of water. 
While the bluestone will dissolve more 
quickly in hot water; if it is not con- 
venient to get this, it may be suspend- 
ed over night In a cotton bag in a 
wooden or earthen vessel containing 
four or five or more gallons of water. 
The lime should be slaked in another 
vessel before mixing with the copper 
sulphate solution should be strained 
through coarse sacking or a fine sieve. 
The copper sulphate solution is now 
put into a barrel, if it has not already 
been dissoived in one, and enough 
water added to half-fill the barrel; the 
slaked lime should be diluted in an- 
other barrel with enough water to 
make half a barrel of the lime mixture. 
Now pour the diluted lime mixture 
into the diluted copper sulphate solu- 
tion and stir thoroughly, when it is 
ready for use. The concentrated lime 
mixture should not be mixed with the 
concentrated copper sulphate solution, 
as, if this is done, an inferior mixture 
will result. If the barrels are kept 
covered so that there is no evapora- 
tion, stock solutions of the concentra- 
ted materials may be kept in separate 
barrels throughout the season. It is 
important to haye the quantities of 
lime and coyper sulphate as recom- 
mended, but, in order to be sure that 
enough lime has been used and there 
is no danger of burning the foliage, let 
a drop of ferrocyanide of potassium 
solution (which can be obtained from 
a Gruggist) fall into the mixture when 
ready. If the latter turns reddish- 
brown, add more lime mixture until 
ne change of color takes place.

With his eggs distributed in many 
baskets Mr. Varty seldom fails in one 
without making it up in another. Last 
year his wheat crop was badly frozen 
but he threshed it with his own outht 
and fed it to his own pigs and changed 
it from feed worth about fifty cents a 
hundred to pork worth fifteen dollars 
a hundred. When asked if he kept u 
strict book account of his operations 
he shook his head. When asked how 
he knew whether or not he maae 
tinoney out of his various departments 
he smiled and.assured us that he did. 

The most diversified farmer of the 
Sulphur Springs district is Mr, James 
Varty. In his’ farming operations 
diversification is carried on almost tu 
un extreme. He certainly belleves in 
and practices the off adage of not 
putting all the eggs in one basket, 

Made Money on the Deal 


To a bunch of fifty young pigs of the 

year before he fed part of his barley 
crop. When he had sold more pork 
than his entire barley crop would 
bring and still had nearly a score of 
pigs and over half of his barley he 
naturally concluded he was making 
money on the deal and let it go at that 

Again when he bought a quarter 
section, took off more wheat on the 
first crop than he had paid for the 
land and then sold the quarter at 
several hundred dollars of an advance 
he again conchided he had made 
money on the deal, 

Nearly every farmer diversifies to a 
certain extent, that is, most of them 
keep chickens, cows, pigs, etc., for 
1 small side line mainly for their own 
use, but very few of them make a 
specialized business of nearly every 
department of farming; but Mr. Varty 
coos, 

A list of the branches of farming 
that he successfully specializes in 
would tnclude wheat farniing, buying 
ind selling farms, horse trading and 
dealing, cattle ranching, dairying, hog

as above indicated have been com- 
pleted, 

“Animals, especially dogs, are fre- 
quently the means of conveying the 
disease and should, wherever possible, 
be prevented from entering infected 
premises. 

“When, owing to severe weather or 
xther unavoidable cause, it is found 
impossible to cleanse and disinfect im- 
mediately pens or yards formerly oc- 
cupied by diseased hogs, such pene 
or yards should be closed up in such 
®& manner as to prevent persons or 
inima!s obtaining access thereto until 
such cleansing and disinfection can bo 
properly carried out. 

“Owners of diseased hogs should 
bear in mind that inspectors cannot 
recommend the release from quaran- 
tine of any vremises, the disinfection 
of which has not been carried out ina 
eatisfactory manner,”

When the Grand Trunk Railway was 
trying to push its linea of steel across 
u continent he was one of the men 
who helped to do the pushing, From 
a quarter-section homestead his hold- 
ings have grown until now he would 
have to look up his books to tell you 
just what he does have, 

Started With Oxen 

From four oxen and a hand-plow 
his power and implement outfit has 
stretched until he has four four-horse 
.eams, an automobile and a traction 
ind two siationary engines, His cattls 
herd numbers well over one hundred 
and his flock of sheep over five hun- 
dred. His pig family, counting reds, 
viacks and whites, boars, sows, gilts 
apd others, which are just pigs, runs 
continually over the two hundred 
mark, Of the numbers of his poultry 
eve could not even hazard a guess. He 
batches them tn incubators and raises 
them in “wooden hens” and besides 
chickens, he has turkeys, ducks, geese 
and pigeons. 

His fatest enthusiasm is in sheep. 
"You can't,” he says, “puta dollar in- 
to sheep without getting two dollars 
out.” The sheep he bought before the 
war have so doubled in numbers and 
in value as to make any disputing of 
this impossible, 

A detai! story could be told of each 
weparate department of his operations 
and each one would be an interesting 
and instructive farm etory in itself. 
Most men find they have their hands 
full if they specialize on one thing. 
Mr, Varty would be lost if he didn't 
have a dozem Most men find their 
time pretty well taken up attending to 
the varied details of a one department 
farm. Mr. Varty has time not only 
for hia varied farm acitvities, but con- 
siderable community and public work 
os well, 

Though he holds vo public office he 
is always to be found in the van guard 
of any progresaive movements and his 
Influence and assistance is always 
sought and always gbtained for any 
new improvementa. 

Fils success in his varied operations 
can be traced to two things: his tireless 
indefatigable energy «nd his ability to 
do any detail thing In conection with 
any phase pf any kind of farming. He 
can run a *:nning mill or a gas en- 
gine, he can weilk a Cow or rope a steer, 
he can shee a horse, build a barn, 
shear a sheep or dance a fig--and he 
can make money out of anything.

“We also insist that in case of lands 
that have been acquired and held out 
of productive use, such lands are to be

Soldiers’ Pensions : 

In regard to solders’ pensions, Mr 
Weir said that at the meeting of the 
alrectors of the U. ¥.

Kin Association, or with any other or? 
eanization which it coneerns, in order 
that they may go into the question of 
equal pensions, 

“Tam going to tell you one of the 
most astounding things IT know of." 
said the speaker. “I do not know 
Whether it is true or not, but here it is, 
The other day a lady told me that the 
reason the women who were receiving 
patriotic funds were not allowed to go 
out to the country to work and stilt 
draw their patriotic allowance, was be- 
cause they were told by the officers of 
the patriotic fund that the money 
must be spent in Canada,” 

It was pointaf out in the meeting 
that quite recently this rule had been 
withdrawn and that women could. not 
work and draw the money as well, 

The argument which has been used 
by certain politicians about conserip- 
tion of wealth taking the widows’ sav- 
ings was merely a political herring to 
draw the attention of the common 
people of the country from the big 
issue, namely the wealth of the pluto- 
crats, the speaker declared, Every 
unit should eet together and work 
with a common end in view, the ameli- 
oration of the conditions existing,

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| MILITARY GOSSIP 


RETURNED MEN 
COMPLAIN OF 
TREATMENT 


Meals Served on Way Across At- 
lantio and Accommodation 
Was Not Fitting 


Complaining of the food with which 
they were served during the voyage 
trom Hngland to Halifax, a number of 


men of the party of returned soldiers 
who arrived in Halifax a few days ago 
und gome of whom are Edmonton 
boys now tn -the city, wrote to the 
Dally Echo of that city as follows: 

“May, the undersigned N.C, 0.'s 
and men, just returned from overseas 
on 8, 8. -———, beg the courtesy of 
your columns, in order to bring to 
the notice of the people of Canada the 
miserable, miserly treatment accorded 
us on aforementioned ship, on the 
geourney from to Halifax. 

“It ie, ag everybody knows, @ sol- 
dier’s privilege to ‘grouch’ and we 
take no claim to be out of the ordin- 
ary in that respect; still, {t would be 
reasonable, in view of the known gen- 
erosity of the Canadian people, to sup- 
pose that the food on a Canadian ehip 
would include sundry extras over and 
above the “army rations.’ We cer- 
tainly dtd recelve an item or go, In the 
way of “a package of gum and a 
couple of tiny oranges,” but against 
that, we can honestly say that the food 
was, both worse and scantier than we 

‘seceived ih the field. 

“It la hardly worth while wading 
through a complete list of the meals, 
but, just as an example, take the fol- 
lowing little instance: 

“We had recetvea on four consecu- 
tive evenings:——‘‘tea, bread, margar- 
ine, jam and cheese for supper.”” On 
the fourth occasion a sergeant protes- 
ted to the Orderly Officer. He made no 
complaint against the quality of the 
diet, (although cheese !s hardly euit- 
able for men who have laid in hospital 
with severe wounds or sickness, etc.) 
but merely mentioned the fact that we 
had received stew for breakfast, and 
atew for dinner on the same day, and 
also “that evening was the fourth in 
succession on which cheese had figured 
on the table.” The Orderly Officer's 
reply I give you verbatim, as follows: 

“Are you aware, Sergeant, that 
cheese is a concession and that you are 
only entitled to bread and margarine 7 
' “The Sergeant was too full for words 
and merely remarked ‘that it was a 
new one on him,’ and sat down. 

“Possibly the Orderly Officer was 
literally correct, although, we at any 
rate are extremely doubtful. 

“Another matter which in our opin- 
fon added insult to injury, was the ab- 
solute Gospel Fact, that it was possible 
by paying money to either cooks or 
men in charge of stores, to purchase 
almost anything, from a full course 
meal to unlimited quantities of fruit. 
It was no uncommon aight to see a 
dozen men lined up outside the etore 
room waiting to purchase apples and 
oranges from these sordid, money- 
grabbing grafters. 

“Then again there is the matter of 
accommodation, Something like 600 
men were packed Into a apace equival- 
ent to 40 per cent. of the entire deck 
space, while some twenty officer cas- 
ualties had the exclusive use of the 
remainder, and incidentally, all the 
deck chairs. 

“It may sound almost Incredible, but 
{t fe nevertheless a positive fact, that 
although we numbered among us a 
considerable percentage of one-legged 
and one-armed men there was not a 
single chair to be had. 

“In conclusion we would call your 
attention to accompanying samples of 
the menu supplied to the officer 
patients, at the sarne time referring 
you again to the Orderly Officer's reply 
to the sergeant who complained of the 
monotony of “receiving cheese for 
supper four times in succession,” f.e. 
“Cheene is a concession,” ete. 

“Taken all in all, Mr. Editor, we 
think you will agree with us and lIike- 
wise your readers, that this time, some 
600 odd, bent and broken crocks, late 
passengers have a kick coming that le 
worth the attention of the powers that 
be. if for no other reason than for the 
sake of the bovs who will follow.

NAMAO BOY IN 
SPORTSMEN IS 
NEARING FRONT 


Writes An Interesting Letter Of 
His Experiences Since Arriv- 
ing in France 


In our sheltered homes we little know 

Of the price they pay to keep us so

Pte. J, W. Pratt, who left Edmonton 
with the Sportamen’s battalion and 


was later transferred to another Can- 
adian battalion, writes a very interest- 
ing letter to a friend. Previous to en- 
listing Pte. Pratt was employed on the 
farm of Arthur Carson, Namao, for a 
good many years. 

In his letter he says: 

“We are not very far from friend 
Fritz now, This is Sunday afternoon 
and very hot. Bert Sloane and I (he 
comes from Bon Accord, one of my old 
football opponents) are sitting under a 
bush answering our correspondence. 
We haven't had any mal! for aix weeks 
and I tell you we appreciate what we 
did get. We haven't got it all elther 
as I didn’t receive any from my regu- 
lar correspondents, I am using my gae 
respirator for a writing desk, and it 
wasn't really built for that purpose. 

We atayed about two weeks at a 
training camp before we left for the 
front. We had about four hours in the 
train, 86 of us in a cattle truck. We 
passed through some beautiful coun- 
try. You should just see the roses 
and pictureaque chalets dotted here 
and there through the trees, Hayling 
has commenced and all the grain 
seems well on. We got to our destina- 
tion about 2 p.m. and were billeted 
out in a little village, forty of us jn a 
cow stable that looked as though it 
had been built 50 B.C. Most of us 
looked somewhat dubious of it, so alept 
out doors under the trees. I wonder 
what it feels like to sleep in a real 
bed? We left about 9 a.m. for the 
rest camp, about 14 miles all up hiil. 
It was some hike with our equipment 
on. I weighed about 160 Ibs. in Can- 
ada, now I go about 240 Ibs, (200 Ibs. 
equipment), 

Reaches Base Camp 

Woe arrived in the rest camp at 7 
p.m. and came into the base next, day. 
Some of the boys were on dutg the 
same evening as a working party, and 
two or three of them got hit with 
shrapnel. Our turn to go out comes 
very soon. I am in a bombing section 
now, 6o I am gaining a lot of experi- 
ence. I have been in the Lewis gun 
detachment and signalling section. It's 
«reat to see the duels in the afr; the 
shella bursting look like a lot of snow 
balls, The place where our base is, 
has been fought over. There are all 
kinds of old trenches battered to 
pieces. The total ruins of a little vil- 
lage is close by. It seems quite a 
paradox sitting here. I can hear the 
bands playing not far away and the 
big guns are busy in dhe other direc- 


tion. 
Was In Shell Hole 

I performed my ablutious in a shel! 
hole thia marning. I don't know long 
the water had been there or how many 
thousands had washed in it. I thank 
heaven we didn’t have to drink it. 1 
um sorry to hear of so many of the 
Namao boys going under. It seems 
an unlucky place. 

I learned today that a fellow I ex- 
pected to aee in this bunch is killed. 
He came from Excelsior, His name 
1s Marsdes. Last time I saw him was 
when his battalion was leaving Ed- 
monton.

Winnipeg, July 19.—By an order

Chicago, July 29.-—A falling market 
has caught specaolators in dressed 
peultry in the United States with more 
than 61,000,000 pounds of the cold 
@torage products on their hands, ac- 
cording to local dealers who blame 
s big crop, disappointing volume of 
exports and high prices for the con- 
dition, 

The result is, according to the deal- 
ers, that in a last effort to dispose of 
their stocks at a minimum logs frozen 
cold storage poultry, some of it two 
years old, is now being sold as fresh 
killed ‘ced stock by some speculators. 
Most of the supplies are said to have 
been accumulated last fall at the 
highest prices in history in the belief 
that European countries would flood 
the market with orders, This has not 
been done. 

Dealers here assert that the specu- 
lators by their methods were respon- 
sible for an increase last fall in prices 
of from three to five cents a pound on 
cold storage poultry,

GERMANY GIVEN 
SEVERE REVERSE 
IN CHINESE PLOT 


London Times Shows How Teu- 
ton Gold Was Used For 


Bribery. 


London, July 30—The Times in ar 
editorial on “German gold in China,’ 
refers to Lord Cecil's statement in the 
Commons that the government had re- 
ceived reports that the Manchu move- 
ment was being financed by Germans 
and adde that the English papers }: 
China were more explicit, Germany 
had large amounts of money there 
three million pounds annually being 
her share of the Boxer indemnity and 
interest of the Anglo-German loans. 

Bribed in Two Directions, 

The Times says the allegation is 
now made that ehe bribed in two d!- 
rections. She suborned political organ- 
izations to promote the agitation 
against the former premier, Tuan Chi 
Jui, who was in favor of declaring war 
on Germany. 

As a consequence of the agitation, 
Tuan Chi Jul was dismisced, but the 
German agents, it is suggested, also 
bought General Chang Tqun. The con- 
tention is that in trying th replace the 
Manchu emperor on the throne, the 
Germans were clearly en¢ eavoring to 
revive their influence. They first paid 
men to procure the overthrow of 
those republican leaders who sought 
war against Germany, ani having suc- 
ceeded in thelr object, paid Chang 
Haun to restore the emperor. 

Not Cleared Up Yet. 

The present situation te that Tuan 
Chi Jul, having routed Chang Hsun, Is 
again premier. There apparently is 
no president, for Li Yuan Hung 1s 
said to be unwilling to resume office, 
and parliamentarians ta middle and 
southern China are renewing hostility 
again at Tuan Chi Jui and those there 
now say are ready to declare war 
against Germany. 

“They are, however, in a peculiar 
position for it ie openly asserted that 
their principal organization, Kueming 
Tang, has received German payments 
to the extent of a million and a half 
dollars in raturn for their endeavors 
to keep Tuan Chi Jui out of power, 
We fear In any case there will be 
further internal struggles. One satis- 
factory feature of the situation tp that 


German influence has received a 
severe low and is apparently again 
dwindling.”
